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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

1. Claims 1-5,9-11, 16-17, 21-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by US Patent no.5713860 to Kaplan et al or US Patent NO. 599306 to Klein 
et al. 

Both Klein and Kaplan teaches a catheter with an elongated shaft ; a tubular member 
160 on a distal section of the shat having an interior passageway which is radially 
expandable within a blood vessel to separate blood glow though the blood vessel into 
an outer blood flow stream exterior to the tubular member and inner blood flow stream 
within the interior passageway of the tubular member, a radially expandable 
mem ber1 94 having an expanded configuration with an outer diameter larger than an 
outer diameter of the tubular member.
